wliitb ra<*e<l at Douglas Park during tli<‘ niiH*ting 
wbiHi <*auie to a oUiso at that Louisville track 
on TiH'wlay, have virtually all 1 k*<*u tninsferred to 
Icitoaia, where mciiig ou the Kentucky <*irouit 
will lie resumed on Fritlay. Th<* movement of horses 
will continue Tliursday aud l»y tiie time the meeting 
4>|ieiis on Friday, tliere will lx* mighty few of the 
tlHHisand or rnort* thorouglihn'ds sche<luled to take 
part in the twenty-six days of rat'iiig at the I.ai- 
toiiia Jo(*kf*y Club’s picttm'siiue track among the 
hills «if Kenton County, but will la* on the scene 
of action, ready to fill their engagements. 

With tlie co-o|teration of tlu* owners of the nion* 
inipirtant stnbles, who fell in with tiie suggestions 
of the management looking to the on<imizing of 
stabling aiaMimoflations, stalls have bt'en provided 
for praeti<*ally all of tin* horses wImk* owners were 
4h*sir<ie*i of mciiig at I.ditoiiia. Racing S«MTetary 
Caniidsdl will not be embarrassed f(»r lack of racing 
material with whi<-h to fill the daily cards. Indi 
eations an* that la'fon* the meeting is far advanctsl. 
tiM* |n*obl''m will Ik* to find racing opportunities for 
all the Imrsvs wlmse eiitrh*s are offere«l daily. The 
wise owiHT. who is anxious to win at laitonia, will 
und4iiibt ‘ill.v find tiie picking easier at the beginning 
4»f tiM* nie«*ting tlian will Ik* I he case biter on. thn-n*- 
tary Canipls*!! l«K»ks for fewer entrh*s during the first 
ft*w days than w'heii tiie iiuH'ting gets fully into its 
swing, as a natural n*sult of thL* changing of the 
rm<‘iag: s«*eiM‘. 

That Latouia Is on the eve of the most remark- 
able meeting in tlie thirty-five years iiistory of the 
luretty course just aiTOss tlie Ohio, is the general 
«ipinion of all in touch with the racing situation. 
Everybody looks for the meeting to start off with a 
big Isiom on Friday*, for which day Secretary Camp- 
liell Is making spe<*ial efforts to pix»vide a card that 
will b»* ill keeping with the importance of the occa- 
alou. TIk* big featun* of the da.v, the Inaugural 
Handicap of j|;2.0(M» added, will attract a fine field 
and has all the eh ments of a great nui*. And this 
iMitalde ra<*»‘ will Is* followeil the next day with the 
initial running of tie* EiKiuiriT Handic'ap* of $1,500 
aihhst. tlie winning of which will Ik* made additional- 
ly at tractive fre m the fm*t that Edwanl B. Mcl.<ean 
has geiM'Daisly |»rovidt*<l a S4»lid silver trophy valu<*d 
at $I.0(M; to go to tlie winner of the race, in addition 
to tie* <*ash prize hung up by the management of 
the track. The entries for this rac*e will close on 
Thursday and it may l»e taken for granted that all 
of tlie good «i»riuters in training in the west will 
be nominated for it. 

TRACK nr PERFECT COHDITIOH. 

(General Manager John llachmeister will arrive 
baiiorruw'’ from Louisvilh*. w’ht*re lie conducted the 
higlily su(*C(*ssful meeting at Douglas Park, and 
I'verythlng will be in !KTft*<*t readiness at Latonia 
w'lH*n the bugle sounds for the opening race on 
Friday. The trai*k itself is in superb condition and 
this will play an iiii|»ortant i>art in the brilliancy 
«if the racing w'liich w*ill be staged during the 
twenty-six days that the meeting is scheduled to 
run. 

M tnager llachmeister auiKiiinceil ui»on his arrival 
that, in coufomiity with tlie unilerstandiiig under 
which the rai*e tra<*ks of Kentucky have undertak<*ii 
to i*outribut<* the hamlsome sum of $160,<MMI to the* 
mammoth fund of $30U,(I00 wTiich the racing intcr- 
4‘sts of Kentucky have pledg(*d thomsi'lves to raise 
for the R(‘d t'ross fund, through the Kentucky Htate 
Racing Commission, the free list will be sus|>ende<l 
so far as the approaching meeting at L;itoiiia is 
eiim'emed. Notice has been given that Iwidges will 
lie issued only to owners aud trainers having horses 
in training at the track and in condithui to ra<*e. 
No badge will be issued to an owner wiiose stable 
iH in charge of a public trainer until after proper 
ownership has been establislK*d aud the liorsc has 
taken part in a raci* at the mei*ting. When the 
representatives of the various ra«*e tracks under- 
iiMik to assume tlie heavy burden which the oontribu- 
tion of $l<iU.(KlO for Ut*«l Cross pur|M»ses entails, the 
lireedi^rs aud others r<*s|Minsible for the plan to 
raise tlie big fund of $309,000 agn*ed that it would 
lie only fair to exi»e«*t everybody to do his share 
in the way of <*ontribiiting at the gate and that 
tlie elimination of the free list would help materiall.v. 
It was argued that nobody, even if accustomed to 
receiving such courtesies iu the past, wouhi ob- 
ject to doing his hit to help along sneh a worthy 
cause as that of the Red Cross and the experience 
st the l»iiisville tracks has c*onfirmed that idea, 
Jill cou«*«‘riied iiaving sliown a commendable desin* 
to help in the way suggested. j 

REGARDING PAYMENT OF WAR TAX. I 

To facilitate the collection and handling of the 
Foileral war tax to the trai'k, the hoanl of din*ctors 
have ordaim*d that this tax must be iwid in ad 
vanee to the elub on all seawin tiekets. with the 
ex«*epth*u of press and ladies’ family tickets, the 
latter with <*lub house privileges, on w’hich a daily 
tax of twenty cents must be laiid at tlie gate for 
«>ach lady using this form of admission. Detailed 
instructions have lieen issued with all the other 
forms of st*ason tickets and the holders tlien*of roust 
Ik* car«*ful to i*ouiply with such iustrui-thms, as neg- 
le«*t to do so will lead to complications. Patrons 
are warned not to attempt to use season tickets 
U|NHi which tiie war tax has not be<*u paid, the 
gateniuu having lM*«*n instructeil to take up all such 
tickets. Pa.vmcnt of tlie war tax for season tiekets 
may he made either l»y ch<*ek or in p«*rson at the 
track. The season badges will then be free fnun 
any furtlH*r tax ami the total sums re<*eiveil from 
this souni*. together with the amount of the tax 
4111 t’le daily tiekets of admission, will be r<*mitteil 
t»i tlie F«*deral goveriiineut. Itiasmiieh as the tax 
is wlKilly for tin* tieiicfit of the government, the 
management feels that no iNitriotie eitixeii will ob- 
ject to tlie payment of the full tax for the entin* 
tieason. even tlniugli lie may not use the badge every 
day. The daily admission to tlie track, including 
war tax, will Ik* $2.20 for gentlemen and $1.10 for 

For tin* coiii’enietice of patrons who pay their 
gdmisi'ion to tlie traek da.v by day. the management 
lias provideil a liook of ten war tax c‘oii|m»iis. go«Ml 
for any day. the imrehase of which will save the 
iie<*(*ssity of visiting tlie war tax ticket booths every 
ilay. TIh* charge for this book will be $1! ior 
geuUeiucu imd $1 for UuUcx. 



The spring ni«*etiKg of the Douglas Park Jockey Club began on May 27 and came to au end on June 
11. embracing foiirt«*eii racing days, during which time ninety-eight races were run and $108,355 dis- 
tributed in stakes and purses. The daily average distribution amounted to $7,739. From every standiioint 
this was the gn*atest meeting ever held at Donglas Park. The attendance exc*eeded the most sanguine 
uuticiiiatioiis of the management, the crowd on Kentucky Handicap day being, according to General Man- 
ager John llachmeister, the largest that over witnessi*d the sport at that course. Tlu* volume of specula- 
tion was in kei‘ping with the general record-breaking eoiiditioiis that prevailed. Tlie racing itself was 
of a high standard, sparkling with contests between well-seasoneil and high-class horses. ik*nsationally 
fast time was n*cord«*d in a number of the rai*es, due in a great measure to the wonderfully improved 
condition of the course. A new American record for a mile and seventy yards was hung up when Wf Jr. 
ran the distance in 1:41% on May 29. Cudgel’s victory in the Kentucky Handicap, iu which the great 
Broomstick colt pickcil up 132 pounds and decisively beat high-class opposition, w*as the oatstanding 
feature in a racing way of this grand meeting.

Scratches Bob Centreport Handi- 
cap of All Interest — ^Probable 
Field for Belmont Stakes. 



New York, June 12. — The sun finally broke Its 
wa.v through for the first time iu three days and 
racing at B«*lmont Park assumed a summery aspect. 
Earl.v morning storms addeil to the somewliat dis- 
tressing condition of the course. The going was 
fetlock deep next to the inside rail. Tlie mud larks 
w<*re oiM-e more in their element, although ih*- 
cli nations to start under the conditions were plenti- 
ful. 

The Centreport Handicap, which promisisl to he 
the best contest of the afternoon, was n*dm*iMl to 
iMit three starters and interest in that contest was • 
decidedly nil. The sixth renewal of tlie Ki*em* 
Memorial Stakes , of $5,000. featured the otlierwisi* 
uninteresting card and attracteil a fair measure of 
some of the year’s best, two-year-old material. Tlie 
event, wiiicli is named in memory of the late Janies 
R. Keene, w'as the first of the spring season for 
two-year-olds to be run at five and a half furlongs. 

Richard T. Wilson’s Hannibal, admirably rhhleii 
by Knapp, only cantered to victory in the feature. 
The entire <*arded field, with J. E. Madileii’s Tin* 
Triinip .addeil. fa<*eil the harrier and with litth* 
delay, were despateheil in iierfect alignment. Han- 
nibal, w'ith Zneilka and My Friend iu close imrsiiit. 
W'as first to show and they ran in this order for 
the first quarter. At this point Star lianiptoii 
moved out of the si*i*on(l division, while Ziileika. 
in close quarters, was fort*ed Inick. Knapp called 
Ufion the son of Olambaln in the last quarter and 
he drew away with ease and was only cantering at 
the end. Star Hampton made several efforts to 
get up to the winner, hut was unable to do so. 
The Trump, which was running close n|i, out- 
stayeil the others, while My Friend quit after 
displaying a good order of early speed. The value 
to the winner was $0,850. 

The Keene Memorial Stakes was first run in 1913, 
its brief history being as follows:

Corn Tassel to the iwst in that rai*e at the shortest 
(Hlds quoteil by the oral speculators daring this 
meeting. He experieneeil no trouble in defeating 
Red Sox and' Panaman, his only opponents. Panii- 
man set the pac*e to the stretch, when Corn Tassel 
passed him and easily held Red Sox safe iu the final 
drive. 

Energetic riding on the part of Ambrose enabled 
Eltinhart to close a big gap and beat Helen Atkin 
in the oiiening race. 

STEEPLECHASE TO STOSSET. 

The Oretntree Stable’s old jumper, Syosset, with 
Vincent Powers in the saddle, easily accounted for 
the steeplec'hasi? over the about two miles conrst*. 

Judge Wingfield threatened to make a runaway 
affair of the mile and a half race, hut he faih*il 
haoly at the end, w’itli the result that both Little 
Nearer and Star Shooter biassed him, the former 
wiiiuing W’ith plenty in n*serve. 

G. W. Loft’s colors wen* carrii*d to victory in tlie 
last race when Fleeing Sheik beat Ken*nsky and 
Under Fire, the two most fancied by the talent. 

The victory of Hannibal in the Keene Memorial 
Stakes, convinced the followers of that gooil i-olt.

ANECDOTES CONCERNING LONG SHOTS 



How Some Fortunate Backers Profit Whoa the Dn- 
expected Hi^pcns On a Race Track. 



The longest price ever laid by the bookmakers 
against a winning horse in this country was laid 
against the chestnut horse Peytonia, owned by W. 
W. Lyles, and trained by Matt Dunn, at Washington 
Park race track, Chicago, when he won at the 
juicy odds of 300 to 1. Peytonia was a fair selling 
plater in the pink of condition, for Matt Dunn bud 
him fit to run for a mjin’s life that day. Among 
the talent he was not i*onsidered to have a eliance 
at all with the other fast horses entered in 
that race, among which was the mare Maid Marian. 
The latter was equal to one mile and twenty yards 
in 1:40, the record at the time it was made, and 
five-eighths of a mile over the straight course at 
Morris Park. N. Y., in :36%. So, with horses 
of that class. Peytonia appeared to have a good 
chance to rtiii a bad last. In addition to all this 
he hud for a jm-key a stable boy by the name of 
Keith, a younger brother to the jockey of that 
name who rode Polk Badget In the famous “ring- 
ing” race at Latonia. W’hen the horses w'ere sent 
away each j<H*key on the good horses seemed to have 
been instmotiHl to go to the front at once and make 
(“very post a winning one, and the jockeys pro- 

<!wd^ to carrv out the instructions, each horse and 
jockey doing his uttermost to obtain the lead from 
the very start. Now it is a fact w’cll known to all 

liorsem«*n and trainers that you can kill off anv 

good horse bv driving him to his limit, putting him 
right on his tip toes and not giving him a chance 
to breathe inside of half a mile. That was exactly 
what w-as done in this case, the good horses all 
ran their heads off and quit to nothing in the 
stretch, and I’eytonia came on from last place 

and won a good race from good horses at odds of 
300 to 1. 

There hapi>ened to be a large holiday crowd at 
the track that day, and, as is always the case, 
occasional visitors, clerks, etc., who like to bet a 
couple of dollars on the longest -priced horse in the 
race, and maii.v a one w’ent home happy that even- 
ing, having colh*eted his little old ticket calling for 
$800 for $2. I ont*c owned and trained a horse, 
but unfortunately he had bad legs and feet. This 
liorse c*ould win whenever I could get him to the 
post going sound, and he would win often enough, 
at long prices, so as to make it worth while to 
keep him in the stable. I once prciiared him for a 
race dow'n in the i*ountry at Lithoiwlis, O., and 
then shipped him to Roby (Chicago). I th«« worked 
him with a horse that had been winning and he 
beat that one easily in the trial. Tlie touts sup- 
po’wd it was a horse called Blackball, a fast and 
goo«l liorse, and so reported the trial^to their em- 
ployers. 

FDERO SAVES LADY’S REPUTATION. 

Consequently, when Fuero’s name appeared on 
the pixqcram no one knew anything about him or 
his condition, and siipiiosing him not to be ready 
chalkcHl up the odds of 100 to 1. The race was 
run and Fuero w’oii easily by a couple of lengths. 
Just as he iiassed under the wire a woman’s voice 
rang out above all of the noise and confusion of 
the grandstand in a terrific shriek that attracted 
the attention of every one about her. It was 
learned that the woman and her husband, who was 
working on a sahiry. had saved up something over 
$700 and deiwsited it jointly in a bank in South 
Chicago. TIm* w'omaii uubekuowrn to her husband, 
had been betting this money off on the races until 
it was about all gone, and she w’as almost beside 
herself for fear her husband w*ould find it out. 
Therefore, wla*n Fuero came along with odds of 
100 to 1 she thought she saw a chance to win tliis 
money back and save her reputation. She had 
placed $10 against $1,000 on the horse, and when 
lie wron who <*ould blame lier for making a demon- 
stration? I have always considered that Fuero did 
a good thing for that family by winning that race. 

Among the old regulars was a iiopuiar newsimper 
w’riter, well-known on all of the wrestoru race tracks 
from New Orleans to Chicago, who W’rote under 
tlie lien name of “Broad Cliurch.” He was genial, 
courteous, high-minded and an educated gentleman, 
alw’ays looking on the bright side of life and put- 
ting the best possible construct hiu on the actions 
of others, lie apiieared to take more enjoyment 
in winning a bet than falls to the lot of most 
pwiple and his exiierience and how he was affected 
when he won his first big bet is worth relating. 
Tliey were racing at the old West Side Park at 
Nasiiville, Tenn. “Broad Church” and three other 
young newspaper men had just drawn their salaries 
and W'ere out for a good time, so they concluded 
to go to the races in style, hiring therefore a fine 
team and carriage and driving to the track. On the 
road out they agreed to make a pool and bet $30 
on a race. “Broad (iiureh” was to select the 
horse and do the betting for the syndicate, so he 
choose one with a long price. He received $1,000 
to $50, the horse winning. Just imagine four young 
men, w’ho had never had any more money in their 
lives at one time, than tlieir monthly salary, sud- 
denly coming into imssession of a bank roll of 
$1,000. They became excited, they did not know 
what to do with all that money. They finally con- 
cluded to give themselves a big dinner and banquet 
at iMie of the loading hotels aud in the earnestness 
of the diseussion that followed upon their luck, 
forgot all about the fine team and carriage they 
had liiieil and actually w'alked back into Nashville 
;ind left the team tied to a fence. Nor dkl they 
think about the mutter at all, until the liveryman 
sent a messenger, asking them wliat had become 
of the team. They then hired a man to go out 
to the track and bring in the horses and carriage. — 
C. E. Brossman. 

FOLLOWING IN ST. SIMON’S FOOTSTEPS 



The Tetrxrch’s First Winners Are Fillies, as Were 
Those of the Other Famous Sire. 



It lH*giiis to look as though The Tetrarch will 
lieeome another St. Simon, and it will be noted 
that, like St. Simon, he has led off with a succes- 
sion of good winning fillies. St. Simon had a good 
winning colt in his first year. St. Serf, but he will 
lie better remembered by such fillies as Signorina, 
M(*moir and Semolina, the last-named of which was 
his first runner, when she won the Brocklesby 
Stakes in 1889. It is indeed well that the Tlior- 
manbv line of Herod should have been so well es- 
tablislicd by The Tetrarch, and there w’ill probably 
be other good sons of Koi Herode to play their 
part in this connection. It must be remembered, 
too. that Atlantic, through which this line descends, 
was itrobably the best son of Tliormanby, and he 
gave "Fred \rcher his first classic winning mount 
wlien he won tlK" Two Thousand Guineas in 1874. 
Archer was a Ughtweight then, and I remember 
that Ixird Falmouth and Mathew Daw'son were sup- 
IKised t*. be risking defeat w’hen they decided tli:it 
he should ride Atlantic; but tiM*re was not much 
risk about it as the event proved. George Fred- 
erick, which won the Derby that year, was a good 
horse, but he would hardly have beaten Atlantic 
into tiiird place as he did but for an accident which 
Imdly handicap’ied the son of Tlionnaiiby. So far as 
mv memory serves me, this accident occurred daring 
or itnim* 4 liateiv before his journey from New’market 
to Ei>som. G*eorge Frederick won by two lengths 
from the roaring Couronne de Fer, which beat At- 
lantic by a neck for second place. It is not from 
.Atlantic however, that the gray color of The Tet- 
r;m h is’ derived, but from Gem of Gems, the dam 
of I.e Saney. 

GOOD COLTS SHOULD COME ALSO. 

Tliongh The Tetrarch, like St. Simon, has com 
menc 4 *d with good fillies, taking a good deal after 
it is probable that, like St. Simon, he will 
follow on with good eolts, and notably w'hen he gets 
ohbT. Of all the various theories determining sex 
the most reasonable one appears to be that the more 
vigor<»us purL*ut stamiw his or her image on the 
pnulm-e, but in the sex opposite to him or 
herself Thus, St. Simon in his earlier stud career 
got aiiv number of gotul fillies, and most of them 
true to" his own type. In his later period came the 
g<KKi colts such as Persimmon, Florizel and Dia- 
inoiifl Jubilee, none of which were so reminiscent 
of their sire as were his early fillies. We must hope 
that Tlie Tetrarcli will follow the example of St. 
Simon in siring g**<Kl stallions as wrell as broo<lmares, 
for this comparatively new line of blood W’ill do no 
end of good to our blomlstoek, which has been for 
>•<» many years far too mu<*h inbred to the Whalc- 
iKiue ami Blackloek line of Eclipse. As to St. Simon, 
it is not improbable, as I have more than once 
written, that his male line will flourish most 
abundantly through D<*smoiid, which was himself of 
St. Simon tyiK*, and. like his sire, was a pure 
dominant for color. Desmond’s son, Earla Mor, re- 
sembles bis sire in that respect, and I mention him 
particularly because it has just come to my knowl- 
edge that the BycuHa Club Cup, a 1,500 sovereign 
ra<-e, was run for at Bombay on February 23 last, 
and was won by Mordennis, a four-year-old brown 
gelding by Earla Mor — I^idy Tredennis. The dist- 
ain-4* was at one and a half miles, and Mordennis 
won by one and :i quarter lengths in a fiebi of 
tliirteeii. which iiM‘lud<*«l Kiltoi, Grneouie, Screamer 
aud Sniunier Tliynie. Breeilers in England may like 
to know* of this siu*eess, for Karla Mor is now at 
Avisford Park, near Arundel, and is therefore avail- 
able, without the risk of sending mur(M to Ireland. 
— W. Allison in London Sportsman.

There is no reason in the world why any horse 
should go to the post with a s|iouge in his nose 
umlisi'overed. Ihxiper policing of the stables and the 
paddock would go a great way toward making such 
an incident imiiossible. The vigilance that used to 
be exercised seems to have slackened down a great 
deal and there is no apparent reason for ladieving 
that such a letdown is for the giKMl of the sport. 
Racing has come back stroiig»*r than even its most 
sanguine well wisher dn'iimeil. It has established 
itself as one of our great war time sports, both 
as a siHirt and as an aid to the military. Let not 
one iota of that advantage be lost. It is strictly up 
to the offiicials. — New York Sun. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



“The Germans are taking seriously the American 
thrust at the ai>ex of their line in the Clignoii Val- 
ley (northwest of Chateau Thierry) and thus far 
have used five divisions in attempting to counter 
it, but entirely without success,” Renter’s conres- 
lioiideut at French headquarters telegraphs under 
Tuesday’s date. “Two fresh divisions were thrown 
at the American center at Buursches this morning in 
a fruitless attempt to recapture the village.” (A 
German division contains about 12,000 men). 

German efforts to batter down the French defenses 
between Mondidier and the Oise, begun on Sunday, 
seem to have been checked on the third day of the 
struggle. On the western end of the battle line 
the French have counterattacked and regained im- 
iwrtant ground, while on the c*enter and right re- 
lieatetl efforts by the enemy to exploit his earlier 
successes have been met with stern resistan<*e 
from the French, who claim that the Germans are 
being held. 

Since German submarines began their mids off the 
Atlantic coast on May 25, the output of ship yani 
building vessels for the shipping boiinl lias excelled 
the sinking of American ships by more than 100,000 
deadweight tons. The prudnetion daring this in- 
terval has been twenty-one vessels, totaling 130,642 
tons. Excluding the vessels salvaged, the sub- 
marines destroyed ten American ships totaling 
26,000 tons. 

An appeal to the United States and the allies 
to send an exi>editionary force to Russia to repel 
the (iermau invaders, forwarded by the central com- 
mittee of the cadet party, was presented to the 
State Department yesterday by the Russian em- 
bassy. It is asked that the force be put under 
int»*rnational control to guarantee the rights of 
Russia. 

Crews of two neutral steamships sunk by Ger- 
man submarines, the Norwegian steamships Vindeg- 
gen and Henrik Lund, were brought to an Atlantic 
s«>ai>ort yesterday by a Danish steamship. Both 
steamers were torpedoed on June 8, the crows re- 
ported, twenty-five miles east of Cape Charles. 

There is a great neeil for nurses in France, 
according to General Merritt W. Ireland, chief 
surgeon with the American expeditionary forces. 
He says for every 25,000 soldiers lauded in Frauc*e, 
the army must nut have fewer than 400 nurses. 

Wfiile not opiKised to introduction of any separate 
prohibition legislation, senators may s<?e fit to offer 
Pn*sid«‘iit Wilson, it became known yesterday, is 
opiMised to attuciiiiig any prohibition amendments to 
Iiendiiig uiipropriatiou bills. 

As ail uutroine of recent conferences, Jaimn is 
preparing a declaration defining her attitude toward 
Russia, according to a Tientsin disimtch to the 
Excliange Telegraph Comimny at London. 

Practically the whole of Austria lias been de- 
clared in a state of siege, declared a Central News 
dispateli from Rome yesterday. (Quoting the mes- 
sage: “Only a few regions are excepted.” 

Siiliscript ions from the array to the eighth Ger- 
man war loan tota.l 1.425.(NI0 marks. act*ordiug to 
advices r»*t*eived at Amsterdam from BerBn. 

A dispatch from Rome siiys that two Anstrian 
sniierdreadnauglits liave been torpedoed and sunk 
by Italian deatioyera.
